I 
felt very hungry, and I ate with a keen ap- 
petite. After my repast I perceived that a 
kind of mist spread itself over my eyes, 
and I saw the floor of my chamber covered 
with hideous reptiles, such as serpents, 
toads, caterpillars, and others. I was the 
more affected, as the darkness increased ; 
but this soon passed away. Then, in a 
corner of the chamber I saw clearly a man 
sitting in the midst of a bright and radiant 
light. The reptiles had disappeared with 
the darkness. I wasalone. Judge of the

But how can it sustain his claims? If we 
are required to receive, on his apostolic 
authority, a doctrine, or rather a whole sys- 
tem of doctrines, we certainly have a right 
to ask of him to exhibit, as Paul and others 
did, the signs of an apostle. Men may 
harden themselves against, or forget, or 
not duly consider the mighty works wrought 
for commending to.their confidence a di- 
vinely authorized messenger, just as they 
may disregard his teaching. They may 
be captious and unreasonable in their de- 
mands of sucha messenger. But who that 
remembers the reasoning and the appeals 
of our Saviour, in respect to miracles, can 
doubt that these, as credentials, have an 
appropriate and important place? He that 
withholds them, or has none of them to 
present, and Yet professes to come to us 
with a new revelation, does what was not 
attemptéd by the inspired apostles, nor 
even by our Lord himself. I am constrain- 
ed to think that he makes an unreasonable 
demand on our credulity. Must we, and 
all Christendom, and all the world of spir- 
its, receive implicitly his doctrines and the- 
ological writings as ‘an authoritative expo- 
sition of Scripture?’ I have no desire to 
speak reproachfully of Swedenborg, or of 
his followers. Those of them with whom 
Iam acquainted, I love and respect, not- 
withstanding what I deem their errors.— 
But without more evidence than he has 
presented, I cannot but regard it but as un- 
warrantable and exceedingly dangerous to 
admit his decisions to be authoritative in 
matters of revealed religion.

Ifa drowning man 
were told to “behold his deliverer and be 
saved,” what nfockery would it be if his 
deliverer were a long way off, so far that 
it were quite impossible for him to aid the 
sinking, drowning man? Christ, in the 
gospel, is brought nigh—he may be seen, 
felt, laid hold of—salvation is placed with- 
in our reach, ’

must be a simple way. No art, scholar- 
ship, or wisdom, or talent, is required to 
behold an object presented before our eyes.

If 
the Lord says he hath chosen his people in 
Christ, what right have [ to object? If 
the Governor of a State can pardon whom 
he will, shall I deny the Sovereign of the 
universe this right; and especially when 
itis admitted that all deserve to perish? 
‘Every objection is based upon the assump- 
tion of its impossibility. But this is pre- 
posterous. It is assuming equality with 
Deity. 

If the scriptures teach that Jesus Christ 
is divine, what right have I to object? Be-

Nearly all that young cir- 
cle but himself entered the church; some 
died bright christians; others are doing 
good; but he left his first love, returned to 
the world, and never afterward appeared 
willing to follow Christ. How many put 
their hands to the plow and look back. 1 
onee saw an old man of correct habits, 
amiable disposition, who was supremely 
wretched because he did not own Christ 
when he was young. Reader, have you 
denied the Lord that bought you? Have 
you refused to take upthe cross? Christ 
complained of the woman who had stolen 
a cure—who was healed and hid herself in 
the crowd. Are you ashamed of Jesus? 
Ob shame on such !—Bost. Recorder. 
“They were offended at Him.” 
It is a strange thing that men should be 
offended at Christ. But there are two 
reasons for this, which we do well to con- 
sider. 

1. The first is found in the eondition of 
his followers. 

Many are the poor of this world, who 
have neither education nor property to give 
them influence. With the forms and man- 
ners of fashionable life they are not famil- 
iar. To have religious influence with such, 
would mortify the pride of the high born, 
the educated, and the wealthy. The dis- 
tinctions in society are carried into relig- 
ion, and thus multitudes clothed with the 
robe of religion, are offended at Christ, 
through his poor and despised people. ‘In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto them, ye 
have done it unto me.” 

2. The second reason grows out of the 
doctrines and precepts of Christ. 

Do the scriptures say that God hath 
chosen his people to salvation through 
sanctification of the Spirit and belief of 
thetruth? They are offended, and deny 
that any such choice constitutes men the 
favorites of God, unless it be a choice foun- 
ded upon the real merit of the person cho- 


fied by taith alone? What right have [ to 
object? Itis an evil heart of unbelief that 
is not willing to receive in sj iplicity what 
God teaches. r 

Some persons suppose that it is no con- 
sequence what they believe, if they act 
right. Itis true, thatif doctrines are not 
plainly revealed—if they are doctrines ot 
men, which have no bearing on our spirit 
ual interests, they are not essential to be 
believed. But if plainly revealed—if doc 
trines of the Bible, having relation to our 
spiritual interests, they are essential to be 
believed. And, in this view, no man can 
act right who does not believe right. The 
spirit of implicit faith is the spirit of piety, 
and, therefore, without it, it is impossible 
to please God.— Western Watchman. 


The Primitive Christians, 

The primitive Christians not only refus- 
ed to be enlisted in the army, but when they 
embraced Christanity whilst already enlist. 
ed, they abandoned the profession at what- 
ever cost. Marcellus was a centurion in 
the legion called ‘Trajana, Whilst hold- 
ing this commission, he became a Christian, 
and believing, in common with his fellow 
Christians, that war was no longer per- 
mitted to him, he threw down. bis belt at 
the head of the legion, declaring that he 
had become a Christian, and that he would 
serve no longer. He was commited to 
prison ; but he was still faithful to Christi 
anity. ‘It is not lawful,” said he, * for a 
Christian to bear arms for any earthly con- 
sideration ;” and he was in consequence 
put to death, Almost immediately after- 
wards, Cassian, who was notary “to the 
sume legion, gave up bis office. He siead- 
fastly maintoimed the sentiments of Marcel- 
lus, and like him was consigned to the ex- 
ecutioner. Martin, of whom so much is 
said by Sulpicius Severus, was bred to the 
profession of arms, which, on his accept- 
ance of Christianity, he abandoned, To 
Julian, the apostate, the only reason that 
we find he gave for his conduct was this— 
‘‘L ama Christian, and therefore I cannot 
fight.” The answer of Tarachus to Nu- 
merianus Maximus is in words nearly 
similar—*l have led a military life, and 
am a Roman ; and because I am a Christian, 
| have abandoned my profession of a sol- 
dier.”,— Dymond.

It would appear that Mr. Morse aad his associate 
owners of the Magnetic Telegraph Patent are al- 
ready deriving large returns from it. According 
to the New York Express, the fact came out in the 
Kentucky suit between“Morse and O'Reilly, that 
Morse & Co., have already received $400,000 in 
stock*on 20 lines of telegraph now in operation, to 
say nothing of the Atlantic, Lake and Mississippi 
lines. The lines here enumerated divide from 6 to 
10 per cent, per annum.

New Tevecrarpu [nstrument—Messrs Editors : 
[notice in your paper of yesterday, an extract 
from the Charleston Courier describing a new Tel- 
egraph instrument “ now in the course of con- 
struction, that will amazingly improve the facilities 
with which communications may be transmitted 
from one point to another, if this instrument per- 
forms what it is expected todo.” Having it within 
my power to give the Editor of the Charleston 
Courier some light on this subject, I beg your in- 
dulgence to do so as briefly as possible: In Septem- 
ber, 1846, I constructed the Ithaca and Auburn 
Telegraph to the pen lever of the Register of the 
New York. Albany and Buffalo Telegraph Compa- 
ny at the Auburn office, and found that it worked 
the Ithica and Auburn Telegraph with as much 
certainty and perfection as any of the offices on 
the main line was worked. That arrangement, 
has been in successful operation at that office ever 
since. It was though the agency of that arrangement 
that I received enough returns of the late election 
before 11 P. M., on the day of election, to be ussur- 
ed, that Gen. Taylor was the successful candidate. 
[hose returns we received at all the offices on the 
Ithaca side line simultaneously with the offices 
onthe main line. Itis by the same arrangement 
that the Troy and Montreal line gets the news re- 
ports from, by connecting with the Troy Register 
on the New York, Auburn and Buffalo line ; and 
the plan may be successfully applied to the extent 
of connecting all the different lines of Telegraph 
in the country together, and givinga copy of the 
President's message simultaneously at every Tele- 
graph office in the Union, from the one writing of 
it in the Washington office. 1| have tested the plan 
suficiently to know that it will set tens of thousands 
of Telegraph instruments (on as many different 
lines) in operation at the same instant. If applied 
in connection with the movements of a clock, it 
will give the tick of the clock at as many different 
places, and as remote from each other, as the regis- 
ters are located. This arrangement is applicable 
only to Morse’s system of Telegraphing, and this is 
one of many advantages that Morse’s system pos- 
seses over all others.

Honorine rue Hoty Spirir.—In a time, 
says the Puritan, when so few revivals ex- 
ist, and when the Holy Spirit’s influence 
appears to have been withdrawn from the 
churches to a great extent and for so long 
atime, it may be well for ministers to in- 
stitute a serious inquiry, whether the office 
and work of the Holy Spirit is enough 
honored and dwelt upon in their preaching 
and pastoral instructions?

But we hear the 
remark often made, that there is a general 
fault in this particular. If there be, it may 
be one among many causes and one very 
material cause, of the lack of revivals over 
which we mourn; and if there be not, it 
will do no harm to suggest the inquiry.— 
For doubtless all true ministers of Christ 
are ready to confess that their great 
strength lies in the presence and power of 
the Holy Ghost ; and that in order to se- 
cure that presence, it is needful to make 
the work of the Spirit a substantive part 
of their instructions, The Spirit must be 
wellintroduced to our people, if we will 
have much of His presence among them.
